You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  on  Tuesday, 
the  14th  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  vote  and  bring  in  ballots  for  election  of  Town  Officers  to 
be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  Town  of  Columbia  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  its  Selectmen  to  appoint  all 
other  Town  Officers  as  required  bj'  Law. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
support  of  the  poor  for  the  j^ear  ensuing. 

4.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
Old  Age,  Blind  and  Disability  Assistance  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
repairs   of   highways   and  bridges. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its  Selectmen  to 
take  such  action  regarding  plowing  or  otherwise  keeping 
winter  roads  open  in  said  Town  for  the  year  ensuing,  as 
in  their  judgment  seems  conducive  to  the  best  interest  of 
the  Town,  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  State  Aid  for  Con- 
struction of  Class  V  roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set 
aside  for  said  purpose  the  sum  of  $509.12,  the  State  to  con- 
tribute the  sum  of  $3,394.16. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  any  surplus  remaining  in  their  hands  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  1966  to  the  defraying  of  Town  Charges  for  the 
fiscal  year  1967  in  order  to  effect  a  proportionate  reduction 
of  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $85.45  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  with  the  45  other 
Towns  in  the  White  Mountains  Region  Association  in 
publicizing  and  otherwise  promoting  the  natural  and  com- 
mercial factors  upon  which  the  economy  of  the  North 
Country  is  based. 

10.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
upkeep  of  cemeteries. 

11.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  with  reference  to 
hiring  the  Colebrook  Fire  Precinct  and  the  Stratford  Fire 
Department  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires  in  said 
Town,  and  in  the  event  of  favorable  action  to  make  necess- 
ary appropriation  for  the  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
incur  debts  for  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the 
Taxes  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  pay  such  debts  out  of 
tax  money  when  the  same  is  received. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town   through   Tax   Collector's   Deeds. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  for  the 
support  of  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  money  to  join  with 
surrounding  Town  for  contribution  to  the  Upper  Connec- 
ticut Valley  Hospital  Association. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  Selectmen  and  all  other  officers,  and  ratify  and 
confirm  the  same. 

17.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting.

To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the   School  District 
of  Columbia 

FOREWORD 

The  public  schools  are  organized  to  perpetuate  and  improve 
the  American  way  of  life.  To  do  this,  schools  must  teach  children 
to  assume  their  civic  and  social  responsibilities  and  help  them  to 
develop  high  moral  and  cultural  standards.  Children  must  be  e- 
quipped  to  meet  many  new  challenges  which  will  confront  them 
in  a  world  that  is  forever  changing. 

Good  teaching  has  always  been  personal  teaching.  But  the 
fact  that  society  now  recognizes  that  an  education  is  more  than 
acquisition  that  it  once  was.  Helping  children  to  grow  in  moral, 
cultural,  civic,  and  social  stature  requires  that  the  school  focus 
its  attention  on  the  individual  child.  The  school  must  understand 
the  processes  and  rates  of  each  child's  learning,  as  well  as  the 
ways  in  which  his  environment  affects  him. 

The  public  school  system  is  the  foundation  of  our  democracy. 
It  is  also  the  product  of  our  democracy  —  something  which  pa- 
rents, business  leaders,  statesmen,  and  even  teachers  sometimes 
forget.  In  praising  or  condemning  today's  education,  they  forget 
that  good  public  schools  foster  a  democratic  society,  and  that  a 
democratic  society  produces  good  public  schools.  The  nation's 
schools  constitute  the  one  magnificent  synthesizer  of  all  the  Amer- 
ican people.  The  church,  fraternal  orders  with  their  many  separate 
branches,  and  even  the  Democratic  and  Republican  parties  are 
exclusive  clubs  in  comparison  with  the  schools.  Schools  mean 
equal  opportunities  for  all,  regardless  of  race,  religion,  or  social 
background.  Schools  provide  all  children  with  opportunities  for 
self-realization.  It  is  no  accident  that  where  public  schools  are 
impoverished,  where  teachers  are  poorly  prepared,  and  where 
educational  standards  are  low,  corruption,  low  health  standards, 
and  extremes  of  poverty  will  be  found. 
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Schools  necessarily  reflect  their  communities.  There  is  a  limit 
beyond  which  they  cannot  move  in  advance  of  the  intellectual, 
social  and  moral  standards  of  their  public.  If  the  strongest  pres- 
sures in  the  town  are  toward  athletics  and  entertainment,  stadi- 
ums and  auditoriums  will  supersede  classrooms  on  the  building 
agenda.  Financially,  the  limits  of  the  public  schools  are  as  pre- 
cisely defined  as  is  a  tax  statement. 

Teachers  are  a  cross  section  of  the  community.  The  school, 
its  children,  its  parents,  and  its  teachers  ARE  the  community.  One 
cannot  point  to  a  school  as  one  would  to  a  pipe  factory,  saying, 
"In  there  our  education  is  being  done  by  40  teachers  and  1,000 
children".  Children  are  the  raw  material  of  the  schools.  They 
are  no  better  material  and  no  worse  than  their  heredities,  their 
homes,  and  their  communities  have  made  them. 

The  school  in  a  community  is  at  least  as  much  a  thing  of  the 
adults  as  it  is  of  the  children  of  that  community.  Where  one  finds 
the  best  run  public  schools  doing  the  most  effective  job  for  chil- 
dren, one  finds  behind  them  a  school-conscious,  informed,  and 
actively  cooperative  public.  Supervisory  Union  No.  7  has  had  such 
a  public  to  a  high  degree.  Maintaining  and  strengthening  this 
liaison  between  the  public  and  its  classrooms  is  a  responsibility 
of  teachers,  administrators,  and,  in  fact,  all  school  personnel. 

Many  people  ask,  "What  should  the  schools  teach?"  Would 
that  there  were  a  simple  answer  to  this  question  that  would  sa- 
tisfy everyone.  But  there  is  none  —  no  more  than  there  was  in 
the  days  of  Aristotle.  About  2,300  years  ago  Aristotle,  one  of  the 
wisest  men  who  ever  lived,  wrote.  "From  the  present  mode  of 
education  we  cannot  determine  with  any  degree  of  certainty  whe- 
ther to  instruct  the  child  in  what  will  be  useful  to  him  in  life,  or 
what  tends  to  virtue,  or  what  is  excellent  for  him  to  know.  All 
these  things  have  their  separate  defenders."  Aristotle's  question 
about  what  to  teach  has  never  been  fully  answered  by  anyone. 

The  schools  in  Supervisory  Union  No.  7  try  to  teach  well  all  the 
three  mentioned  by  Aristotle.  They  teach  the  basic  skills  —  the 
3  R's  —  for  these  are  necessary  and  useful.  They  try  to  develop 
character,  for  only  through  good  character  can  we  survive.  They 
try  to  pass  on  to  pupils  much  of  the  world's  accumulated  knowl- 
edge.

BUDGET : 

The  School  Board's  budget  for  1967-68  is  $52,558.00  in  com- 
parison to  $52,152.00  for  the  current  year.  This  amount  is  decreas- 
ed by  an  estimated  income  of  $21,700.00  which  leaves  a  balance 
of  $30,858.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.  For  the  most 
part,  the  increase  in  the  budget  for  next  year  is  explained,  as  will 
be  noted  in  the  budget  breakdown  found  on  subsequent  pages  in 
this  report,  by  provision  for  greater  Supervisory  Union  costs  and 
an  overall  tuition  raise  for  1967-68.

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School  Health 


The  objectives  of  a  school  health  program  are  to  perform  the 
necessary  functions  to  maintain  and  promote  good  health  of  the 
pupils  in  our  schools.  This  contributes  to  the  overall  success  and 
happiness  of  the  students  and  enables  them  to  perform  better  ac- 
ademically. 

Services  performed  include :  pre-school  clinics  every  spring 
for  in-coming  first  graders ;  checking  height  and  weight  of  each 
student  at  the  beginning  of  each  year ;  testing  vision  and  hearing 
of  all  pupils  yearly;  physical  examinations  for  all  students  in 
grades  4,  8,  11,  and  athletics;  immunizations  as  necessary;  annual 
skin  tests  for  T.  B.  in  grades  1,  4,  8,  12,  and  personnel;  and  con- 
tinuous supervision  of  general  health. 

Beginning  last  year,  a  dental  health  clinic  was  initiated,  where- 
by children  in  the  elementary  grades  of  low  income  families  are 
able  to  take  advantage  of  dental  care  for  filling  of  permanent  teeth 
and/or  extractions  for  relief  of  pain.  This  clinic  is  held  one  morn- 
ing a  week  and  five  children  are  cared  for  each  time.  Since  sev- 
eral schools  are  involved,  the  clinics  are  rotated  among  them. 

Generally  speaking,  the  overall  program  of  school  health  in  this 
area  is  adequate,  but  as  in  all  things,  there  are  areas  for  improve- 
ment. It  is  hoped  that  by  everyone  working  together  these  can  be 
realized  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  our  students  and  community  as 
a  whole.

Remedial  Reading  eind  Language  Arts 
Colebrook   Elementary  School 

With  funds  secured  through  Title  One  the  Colebrook  Ele- 
mentary School  was  fortunate  in  getting  two  modern  classrooms 
constructed  in  the  area  formerly  used  as  a  coal  bin  and  supply 
room.  Federal  funds  also  paid  for  the  equipment  for  the  class- 
rooms. Furniture  included  chairs,  pupils'  desks,  tables  and  two 
teachers'  desks.  Audio  Visual  aids  bought  with  federal  funds  were : 
one  opaque  projector,  two  overhead  projectors,  two  lenticular 
screens,  two  filmstrip  machines,  two  record  players,  one  electric 
duplicator,  one  tape  recorder,  tapes  and  many  filmstrips.  Other 
instructional  media  consisted  of  SRA  kits,  textbooks,  program- 
med reading  materials,  and  workbooks. 

The  Remedial  Reading  and  Language  Arts  Program  started 
in  April  of  1966  with  Mrs.  Davis  and  Mrs.  Lord  as  the  instructors. 
About  sixty-three  children  from  grades  one  through  six  went  to 
the  reading  rooms  at  regular  periods  to  participate  in  classes  to 
develop  skills.  The  progress  of  some  of  the  children  during  the 
nine  weeks  was  surprising  and  gratifying. 

In  September  of  1966  the  same  two  instructors  began  working 
with  approximately  sixtj'-five  pupils.  Most  of  the  participants  are 
pupils  in  the  public  school  but  some  children  from  grades  four, 
five  and  six  attend  the  parochial  school. 

The  Remedial  Reading  program  at  Colebrook  Elementary 
School  has  specific  objectives  and  means  of  obtaining  these  ob- 
jectives. 

On  the  primary  level  Mrs.  Davis  has  the  following  objectives : 
to  master  a  good  sight  vocabulary,  to  learn  and  apply  vowel  and 
consonant  rules,  to  develop  better  comprehension  and  speed,  to 
improve  work  habits,  to  increase  listening  skills,  and  to  have 
application  of  these  elements  in  the  regular  classroom  work.  The 
remedial  reading  classes  are  designed  to  help  each  individual  meet 
His  specific  needs  through  a  varied  program  of  activities. 
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With  children  in  grades  four,  five  and  six,  Mrs.  Lord  tries  to 
diagnose  and  correct  reading  problems,  as  far  as  possible.  This 
is  accomplished  by  observation,  inquiry,  and  testing.  The  program 
attempts  to  rectify  basic  errors :  guessing  and  word  substitution, 
word  reversals,  faulty  sound  blending,  voice  control,  ignoring 
punctuation,  and  word  repetition.  Effort  is  made  first  for  better 
comprehension  and  then  for  increased  vocabulary  and  speed. 

On  both  the  primary  and  intermediate  levels  recreational  read- 
ing is  encouraged  and  the  library  is  a  very  important  part  of  the 
program. 

The  remedial  reading  teachers  work  closely  with  the  class- 
room teachers  in  discussing  individual  reading  problems  and 
checking  on  the  progress  made  by  each  pupil.  This  cooperation 
between  reading  teachers  and  regular  classroom  teachers  is  a  big 
asset 

Although  started  with  federal  funds  under  Title  One,  the 
project  should  continue  and  improve  each  year  whether  federal 
funds  are  available  or  not.  Children  will  develop  reading  problems. 
Provisions  for  help  through  a  remedial  program  will  be  necessary.
